Sebastian was born «nto a family of musicians. | 
When he grew older, he went to school to 
lcarn morc about music. Hc heard music 
I everywhere, especially in his own head, and 
I he wrote down what he heard. 

Sebastian married and raised a family. 

; He had twenty children. He wrotc more than 
one thousand pieces of music. And he created 
I a little boolc of music especially for his wife, 
Anna Magdalena, so that in the evenings the 
I whole family could malcc music together. 

In his lifetimc, Johann Scbastian Bach 
never traveled very far from his home. 

Hc workcd every day at thc craft of music— 
composing, playing, teaching. Yet hundrcds of 
years after his death, his music is heard and 
played all over the world. Many people thmk 
i it is some of the most glorious music ever 
written. And today young students— like 
Bach's own family— can learn to play the 
I music from Anna Magdalena's notebook. 

In simple text and glowing paintings, 
Jeanettc Winter creates a loving tribute to 
i this great gcnius of the Baroque that even the 
youngest child vcill understand and enjoy.
